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BTDK PARK fcTAHRS WINNERS. 

The Hjde Park baa always been the most im- 
portant aod valnable of the Washington Park 
stakrs for two-year-olds and it has always been 
contested by the picked ones of the western 
division with an cceesional addition of star 
performere from the east, the mighty Domino 
being enrolled on the list of its winners. Of its 
twelve winners two were fillies and ten were 
colts. 

In 1884 Mr. £. J. Baldwin had a grand trio of 
two-year-olds in Volante, Yarano and Mission 
Belle. In the long rnn Volante became the 
most famone of the three and is jnstly awarded 
a place in the front rank of the best horses pro- 
dneed in this c< nntry. Bnt it is probable that 
Yetano was best as a two-year-old. However, 
be went lame and bis tnrf career was a short 
one, while Volante raced on with distinction 
for several years. The first Hyde Park was con- 
tested ever a heavy track. Fifteen yonngsters 
started and at the finish of an exciting race 
Yerano defeated the good filly Bella Pate by a 
length, she a half length before Joe Cotton. 
Volante was a good fourth and such enbae- 
qnently good race horses as Isaac Mnrphy. 
Irish Pat, Favor, Boot Blsck, Thistle and Red- 
stone were back in the rock. The time was 1 :19 
and the valne to the winner $5,165. 

An exceedingly good colt was the winner in 
1885, when Ban Fex, carrying a seven pound pen- 
alty, led a field of sixteen past the winning post. 
For some reason Milton Young’s colt Enright, 
by Enquirer — Matagorda, was supposed to be a 
good thing and was a strong favorite in the 
aoctic n pools, selling for |1,OCO to $6.50 for Ed 
Corrigan, $450 for Tartar and $1 300 for the 
field, which included not only the winner Ban 
Fox, but also Silver Cloud, who won the Ameri- 
can Derby in 1886, Bine Wing, a remarkably fast 
horse of subsequent fame east and west, Endnrer, 
Syntax, Pat Sheedy, Solid Silver and other fast 
ones. Enright led most of the way, bnt in the 
stretch Ban Fox passed him and won rather 
easily by a half length from Tartar, with En- 
right third, a length back. The track was good 
and the race, which was rnn in 1 :151, netted the 
winner $4,375. 

“Lncky”>Baldwin captured the race in 1886 
under sensational cirenmatances. Ten starters 
went to the post with Jim Gore and Poteen the 
favorites, a sample pool being Jim Gore, $4C0; 
Poteen, 1$270; Bightaway, $250, and the field $600. 
While the horses were at the post a terrific 
rainstorm with accompanying lightning, 
thunder and hail came on and it grew so dark 
that nothing could be seen of the horses or the 
race except at the finish, where Baldwin’s filly 
Grisatte emerged from the gloom and won by a 
length and a half from Capt. Sam Brown’s good 
filly Lizzie Krepps second and another filly 
Jen nie T., with the redoubtable Isaac Murphy 
up, third, Gracie D, was fourth and the colts 
were thoroughly disgraced. All kinds of yarns 
fioa ted about after the race, one being to the 
effect that in one of the breakaways Miller did 
not return to the poet with Grisatte bnt waited 
witblher well down the backstretch and cut 
loose for home when he heard the others coming 
on. It was probably a ghost story but it had 
its believeis. 1 he same story has been told of 
other races in which rain and darkness figured. 
The race was rnn in 1:20 and its net valne was 
$3,705. 

Mr. Baldwin also won the Hyde Park in 1887. 
Only six staited, the fame and prowess of Em- 
peror of Norfolk serving to keep most of the 
eligibles in their stalls. He won under a pull 
by a head fiom his stable companion, Winona, 
with King Idle third. The other starters were 
Colonel Zeb Ward, The Chevalier and Huntress. 
It was worth $5,640 and the time was 1 :16i. 



Bather a meager field contested the big stake 
in 1888, and again it fell to Mr. Baldwin. The 
track was slow and Liberty was an even money 
favorite in a field of five starters, bnt he fell 
lame in the race and after a whipping struggle 
down the stretch Caliente draw out and won by 
two lengths with Unlucky second, Mamie Fonso 
third, the afterward famous Spokane fourth 
and Liberty last, Tims 1:181 and value $5,560. 

Another eon of the grand brood mare Marion, 
and himself one of the greatest racers ^that ever 
wore a plate, won the race in 1883. This was 
the magnificent celt £1 Rio Bey, a full brother 
to Emperor of Norfolk and a horse that never 
knew defeat. He started in seven races that 
year and won them all, his last start being for 
the Dnnmow Stakes at Morris Park which he 
won easily from Bnperta Gregory and four 
other fast ones. Ho was a 1 to 4 odds-on favor- 
ite for the Hyde Park and won cantering, with 
Baldwin’s fast filly Sinaloa II. his immediate 
pursuer and W. G. Morris third. The other 
starters were Honduras and Swifter. The net 
valne was $3,540 and race was done in 1 :141. El 
Bio Bey’s racing was confined to his two-year- 
old career. He developed a weakness in one of 
his forelegs and rather than take a chance of 
seeing the pride of his heart defeated Mr, 
Winters would not start him again. He was 
trained, however, and bad leg and all had a 
trsmendcus mile trial at Washington Park, re- 
ported to have been done in 1 :o8}. 

In 1890 the added money was increased from 
$1,500 to $5,0C0, with a corresponding advance 
in its importance and desirability in the 
estimation of horse owners. A brother of Em- 
peror of Norfolk and £1 Rio Bey started as the 
p ost favorite at 7 to 5. This was the cBt Bey 
del Rsy. Thirteen went to the post, and Bey 
d el Rsy set the pace around to the homestretch 
where he, was overhauled by Balgowan and 
Kin gman, and at the end of a rousing finish 
Balgowan won from Kingman by a neck, the 
latter finishing three lengths bafora Rsy del 
Bey. It was a fine field that contested this 
race, such grand performers as Palestine, Fore- 
runner, Yallera, High Tariff and Philora being 
among those that ran unplaced. It was a 
goo d, bnt not a fast track and the race was run 
in 1:16. It was worth $11,0C5 to the winner, 
b nt his owner, T. J. Clay, did not receive the 
mon ey for a long time. Kinzea Stone, the owner 
of Kingman, protested Balgowan, alleging that 
the weight he had carried was incorrect. His 
pro test was overruled by the club officials and 
Bt one at once brought suit in a United States 
court for the money. Secretary Brewster de- 
f ended and in the outcome the court sustained 
his construction of the rules completely, and 
Mr, Clay received his money, while Stone bad a 
pr etty bill of costs to pay, Balgowan is the sire 
of Barney Schreiber’s fine filly Sofala. He was 
a remarkable mad horse as well as a fast one on 
dry going. 

Eieven starters contended for the Hyde Park 
of 1891. Basbford having won the Friendly 
Stakes in fine style, was a strong favorite at 
post time at 7 to 5, with Curt Gunn second 
choice at 5 to 1, Kenyon, Chief Justice and 
F araday coming next in the betting. Miss 
Dixie and Faraday led around to the head of 
t be stretch where Chief Justice took the lead 
momentarily, bnt soon gave way to Basbford, 
who in turn was quickly passed by Curt Gann, 
the latter winning in easy fashion by two 
lengths, with Basbford second and Chief 
Justice third. The race placed $10,550 to the 
credit of the winner’s owner, and the time was 
1:15. Curt Gunn was a fine race horse. Ha was 
afterwards taken east and sold to Pierre Loril- 
lard, who changed bis name to Locohatebee, 
bnt before be was sold he was made the medium 
of several tremendous drubbings administered 



to the New York bookmaking ring by a Chicago 
coterie of which the man he was named after 
was an active member. As the sire of the fine 
racehorse Caiman, Locohatebee has achieved 
fame iu England as well as in the land of his 
nativity. 

A fine field of thirteeo went to the t>OBt in 
1892. It included such fleet and famous per- 
formers as King Lee, G. W. Johnson, Maid 
Marian, Sabine, Buck McCann, Joe Mnrphy, 
Semper Lex and St. Croix and was a hot bet- 
ting race for which Huron’s brother G. W. 
Johnson was the favorite and the winner. It 
was his first start, bnt the fame of his work in 
private was so widely bruited that even the 
sterling worth of King Lee’s public perform- 
ances did not avail to prevent his being backed 
down to 7 to 5 at post time. Speedy Maid 
Marian led for about five farlongs when G. W. 

I Johnson challenged, and quickly assuming the 
lead, won by two lengths. King Lee gallantly 
struggling on under his penalty, and snatching 
second honors and money from Maid Marian by a 
neck. The race was run in 1 :16l and was of the 
net value of $11,505, G. W Johnson was a grand 
looking big brown colt, fast and a weight car- 
rier. He started only three times that year and 
woo etch time, his other victories being in the 
Quickstep Stakes at Washington Park and a 
sweepstakes with $1,OCO added at Garfield Park. 
Judging from the performances of his son, 
Lieutenant Gibion, he is destined to win fame 
as a successful sire. 

Only nine started in the World’s Fair year 
but it was a great field as it included the glor- 
ious black whirlwind Domino, Brutus’ bast sou 
Peter the Great, Bey el Santa Anita, winner 
of the next year's American Deby and Corrigan’s 
crack Yassal. Domino, coupled with his stable 
companion El Telegrafo, was at 1 to 5 on in tue 
bstting and the winner in the fastest time ever 
recorded for the event, 1:14 H won handily 
enough by two lengths with Peter the Great sec- 
ond, a neck before Yassal. Peter the Great bad 
Domino fully extended in the rnn down the 
stretch and ran a grand race himself. The j 
valne this year, high water mark, was $16,900, 

Shortly before the Hyde Park of 1894 was de- 
cided Ed Corrigan gave a high price for the 
fine Hanover colt Handsome and had the satis- 
faction of at once winning him out in this race. 
He was the favorite and led from start to finish, 
winning by a length and a half, with Laureate 
second a neck before Frank K. Among the un- 
placed starters were Lissak, Montre, Bellicoso, 
Gath and Yinctor, so that it was emphatically 
a high class field. Timel:l4i, Yalne $12,875. 

In 1898 Schorr A Son’s W. Overton swept 
everything before him until the Hyde Park 
came on for decision, bnt here he had to sub- 
mit to defeat, Sam Hildreth’s flying filly, To- 
luca, winning by a head from Jolly Roger, with 
W. Overton a close-up third. Formero, Ken- 
tucky Colonel and King Barleycorn were the 
other starters. The race was run 1:144, bnt its 
sadly reduced valne won only $2,600 net. It will 
be worth more this year. 

NOTES OF THK TURF. 

Joseph Nelson, well known on the metropoli- 
tan turf as assistant starter, and lately the 
handler of the timer’s flag, died on Monday, 
March 19, at hie residence in New York, from 
pulmonary trouble. Mr. Nelson was forty-seven 
years of age and was at various times iu the 
employ of the lete D, D. Withers, M. H. Sanford, 
August Belmont, Sr., and Pierre Lorillard. He 
was in England with Mr. Sanford’s horses and 
again went to England with Mr. Lorillard’s 
horces Parole, Iroquois and others.

AT SHERPSHEAD AND GRAVESEND.

“Trainer Hawkins, of the E. F. Simms lot, 
which is one of the most conspicuoni at the 
course, was cat among tha earliest, and each of 
bis charges got the fullest attention. The 
stable’s handicap candidate.

Be- 
sides being a candidate fir the Broeklyn, 
Suburban and Brighton events, The Keutuckiau 
is an eligible for the Carter Handicap, at seven 
farlongs, to bs decided at Aquednet, and if the 
horse trains along to suit him Mr. Hawkins 
wonld not mind having a try for the race before 
he meets the big guns in the mile and a quarter 
events.
